The noose was placed about the 
neg ro's neck by the little W ilson g irl, 
who positiv ely Identified him as her 
assailant. 
The neg ro was then placed 
upon the back of a black horse and at 
a sig nal from tho leader of the mob 
the little W ilson g irl led the horse 
from under him. 
Ov er 3,000 persons, white and black, 
w itnessed the hang ing . 
The ly nching 
was as orderly as a leg al ex ecution. 
A fter being assured that the neg ro 
was dead the mob cut down the body 
and turned it ov er to relativ es for 
burial. 
Dunham was captured Friday near 
Vienna, Ala., after a running chase 
during which he was twice wounded. 
He was broug ht here Saturday nig ht 
by the sheriu of this (W ilson) county . 
A larg e mob met the train at the rail­ 
road station and an effort was made 
to g et the neg ro, but the officers spir­ 
ited him away and carried him to jail 
at 
W althall, 
six 
miles 
from 
here, 
w here the party was ag ain met by a 
mob of'determ ined men, who said their 
Intention was to brrn Dunham. 
The 
officers In charg e of the neg ro suc­ 
ceeded in prev ailing upon the mob to 
g iv e this intention up, but only after 
prom ising to deliv er the neg ro to the 
mob Sunday m orning for ex ecution. 
T here was a strong sentim ent for 
burning , but this was ov ercom e and 
the ly nching took tne form of a hang ­ 
ing . 
Dunham stoutly m aintained his 
innocence to the last and denied that 
he had ev er seen the W ilson g irl. 
He 
adm itted hav ing v isited Dunn's place, 
but denied any bad motiv e. 
His last 
rem arks were made to 200 neg roes 
who were assem bled about the place 
of ex ecution, Dunham telling them 
nev er to g o about a w hite m an's house 
when women were at home alone. 
The three Dunn sisters, the eldest 
of whom is less than eig hteen, w it­ 
nessed the ly nching from a distance.

neg ro, who drag g ed her inside a near 
by school-y ard, where she was asault- 
ed and left unconscious. 
Sm ith ran 
to police headq uarters and, securing 
aid, returned to the scene of the as­ 
sault, w here Miss W einbach was found 
unconscious and in a critical condi­ 
tion. 
The city is being scoured for 
the g irl's assailant, and a repetition of 
last sum m er's race riot Is feared. 


St. Petersburg , June 27 .—The Jap­ 
anese report of the loss of three Rus­ 
sian ships at Port A rthur has not been 
published here, thoug h the authorities 
hav e allowed to be printed a state­ 
m ent th at the sq uadron has m ade a 
sortie, and also the news of the loss 
of Japanese torpedo boat destroy ers 
Some of the papers hav e ev en com 
m ented with satisfaction on the pros­ 
pect of the fig ht in the open sea where 
the m erit8 of tho two fleets would be 
fairly tested. 
An official ex planation of the sup­ 
pression of the Japanese report is that 
the adm iralty is unwilling to unneces 
sarily alarm the public by the circu­ 
lation cf such statem ents entirely on 
the authority of the enemy and in the 
absence of definite sdv ices from the 
com m ander at Port A rthur. 
It it also 
sug g ested as possible th at there has 
been a fig ht and that the Japanese 
hav e minimized their own losses and 
mag nified those of the R ussians with 
a v iew to affecting the new loan which 
It is understood Japan is neg otiating 
On the other hand, according to a 
foreig n nav al attache, the adm iralty 
adm itted th at Rear Admiral W lthoft 
(the nav al com m ander at Port A rthur) 
lost one battleship and two cruisers, 
but in the absence of details there was 
an Inclination to believ e th at the ships 
•truck m ines, the adm iralty not be­ 
liev ing , In the 
face of the lessons 
taug ht by the injuries to the Retv lzaa 
and Czarev itch, that Admiral W lthoft 
would hav e rem ained 
In the outer 
roadstead at nig ht, thus Inv iting a 
dash by the destroy ers. 
In hig h court and arm y and nav al 
circles, where the report of the Port 
A rthur affair has been freely circu­ 
lated. the Japanese v ersion Is receiv ed 
with considerable reserv e. 
The officials do not attem pt to dis­ 
g uise the seriousness of and the far- 
reaching conseq uences which mig ht 
result from the loss of three of ths 
Port A rthur w arships, but they pro­ 
fess to be more Inclined to believ e 
th at the v essels were lost in open fig ht 
rath er than as the result of a torpeds 
attack. 
Should this be the oase, they 
say , the Japanese could not hav e es­ 
caped without m aterial loss or ths 
crippling of one or two of their battle­ 
ships, enoug h to assure the command 
of the sea to the Baltic sq uadron.

his fellow citizens. And it is reason­ 
able to su ppose that this knowledge of 
the man was one of the things that 
contribu ted to his su ccess at the ou t­ 
set. The people knew that they cou ld 
safely depend u pon bim. 
He wou ld 
not deceive them. The individu al and 
the world like a man when they know 
they can “pu t a finger on him.** Given 
this one qu ality and there are others 
of a similar natu re that go to make 
the desirable friend, the tru stworthy 
bu siness man, the u sefu l citizen, the 
competent office-holder, and the fou n­ 
dation stone of a u sefu l career has 
been deeply laid. 
Bu t let a man 
lack this one qu ality and there is 
no other—no combination of other 
qu alities—to serve as a satisfactory 
su bstitu te for it. 
For this inclu des. strength an(f the 
determination to u se this strength. 
Still more, it means determination to 
u se this strength for the right, for oth­ 
erwise, however lofty his pu rposes, 
he cou ld not be depended u pon to crys­ 
tallize them into achlovement. 
The people have believed every 
word he said,' continu es the chairman 
of the convention. 
Why? 
Becau se 
they have come to know him. 
They 
not only believe bu t they feel that he 
is sincere. 
And they natu rally and 
reasonably warm to su ch a 
man. 
Again, however, we have something 
added to sincerity, for a man may 
be sincere and still be misled. 
Bu t 
Theodore Roosevelt is not a theorist 
or a visionaire. 
His aims are lofty, 
he has high ideals, bu t he lives as far 
from clou dland as any man that has 
ever bee# in pu blic life. 
This su ggests another qu ality that 
makes Theodore Roosevelt a rare man. 
For ages there has been a perceptible 
distinction between the thinker and 
he doer. 
Plato and Socrates were 
hinkers and the world has their 
hou ght 
today; 
bu t 
Pericles 
both 
:hou ght and did things, and however 
we may revel in the su blime realms 
of Plato and Socrates, it was Peri­ 
cles who contribu ted to the glory of 
Athens that which chiefly appeals to 
u s today. 
We su spect that a Bismarck appeals 
more to the average hu man being than 
4 Gladstone, the one was a man of 
deeds, tho other an orator. 
Bu t The­ 
odore Roosevelt combines the two 
qu alities, that of the thinker as well 
as that of the man of action. 
He 
writes an essay on “American Ideals’* 
in which he treats of the things vital 
to a great repu blic. 
Here he is the 
thinker; 
bu t civilization has 
been 
waiting for a centu ry for the Panama 
canal, and he makes that great world 
highway a possibility. Thomas Jeffer­ 
son wrote well and reasoned abou t tho 
rights of man, and set down abstrac­ 
tions with a wonderfu l clearness, bu t 
he bou ght Lou isiana Territory, and he 
will be remembered in history chiefly 
becau se of this one thing that he did 
In opposition to the theories set down 
in his abstractions. 
This su ggests 
another distingu ishing trait in Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt, becau se he is not re­ 
qu ired to violate his own theories in 
order to record achievements. 
His 
pu blic acts are in accordance with his 
pu blished principles and the cou ntry 
approves and applau ds becau se ths 
people feel that both hts theories and 
his deeds will withstand the test of 
actu al experience. 
This is why Chairman Root was able 
to add the third element in the sen­ 
tence qu oted at the beginning of this 
article—“with 
him 
this 
convention 
agrees becau se every word has been 
sou nd Repu blican doctrine.** 
And this su ggests a striking anal­ 
ogy between the life of this man and 
the life of this party that bas ju st 
plaoed him in nomination for an office 
the highest that the world has to be­ 
stow. 
The Repu blican party came 
inte existence half a centu ry ago be­ 
cau se the times then demanded a par­ 
ty not only with high ideals, bu t also 
with the ability to accomplish what 
it set ou t ta do. 
There were other 
parties then animated by the au h-

The recent sale of the Indianapolis 
Jou rnal, so many years the leading ex 
ponent of me principles of Repu blican 
ism in this state, and its elimination 
from the newspaper field, has been 
made the occasion of many su ggestions 
to the effect that the day of the pa^ty 
paper is over. 
If this were tru e it wou ld be neces 
Bary to add as an inevitable sequ ence 
that the day of political parties is a1 
most at an end. Political parties are 
based u pon certain principles; their 
existence depends u pon co-operative 
effort for the advancement of these 
principles, and in a day when the 
writer has in a large degree su pplant 
ed the speaker in the edu cation a 
pu blic opinion, the elimination of the 
party press wou ld mean the destru c 
ti on of the chief centrifu gal force con 
tribu ting to co-operate action in the 
advancement of definite national poli 
des. 
No intelligent stu dent of American 
affairs wou ld look u pon the destru ction 
of the party system as a desirable 
consu mmation, despite the contempt 
for partisanship which has been af­ 
fected by some persons professing to 
jnove on a higher plane of thou ght 
than most people on the grou nd know 
anything abou t. The party system af 
fords In this cou ntry the only available 
method of responsible government 
The only su bstitu te for it wou ld of 
necessity be a factionalism centering 
abou t individu als, which is the certain 
destru ction of repu blics. 
If the party paper is dying ou t as a 
metropolitan institu tion, it is becau se 
the city newspaper, to a degree u n­ 
known a qu arter of a centu ry ago, has 
become simply and solely a commer­ 
cial enterprise, the valu e of which is 
ju dged, not by the extent of its influ ­ 
ence or the qu ality of its leadership, 
bu t by the su ccess it attains in attract­ 
ing patronage. It has been discovered 
that it is popu lar for a newspaper eith 
er to have no definite opinions on any 
issu e dividing pu blic opinion, or to so 
distribu te its views that there may 
be a thorou gh “working” of both sides 
of the political street. 
Ou tside of the cities the stronger 
papers are still party jou rnals—not 
in the narrow sense that every act of 
the particu lar party espou sed Is char­ 
acterized 
as good, and 
every 
act 
of the opposition denou nced as bad, 
bu t in the same sense that there is 
partisanship in every man with red 
blood in his veins, and with the in 
stlnct to be loyal to something which 
Is a characteristic of every forcefu l 
personality. 
It has been demonstrated In the 
passing of many of the strong party 
papers of the cou ntry that the paper 
which advocates the principles of a 
political party instead of making com­ 
mercial opportu nism the keynote of 
its editorial policy, necessarily cir 
cu mscribes its own financial possibil­ 
ities. A paper which consistently and 
persistently advocates the principles 
of that political party it believes to be 
most nearly right u pon the issu es of 
the day, su rrenders in large part the 
su pport of members of the opposing 
political party. For that very reason, 
lf for no other, it deserves the su pport 
of those who desire the advancement 
of the principles contended for by the 
press of their own party. The party 
paper has a right to expect that those 
who are interested in the su ccess of 
these principles shall rally abou t it, 
rather than abou t some newspaper 
coining profit ou t of its failu re to u se 
its influ ence In the cau se for which 
they contend, or abou t some other pa-* 
per seeking to promote the su ccess of 
an opposing political party. 
Only in su ch manner msty the party 
press—morel the party itself—be main­ 
tained for the fu lfillment of its mis 
aion. 
The Repu blican who fails to 
yield to his local paper the earnest 
and u ngru dging su pport It deserves, 
is preparing the way for the u ltimate 
elimination of the most powerfu l ex­ 
isting agent for the dissemination of 
the principles of the party to which 
he belongs. In the degree to which he 
is interested In the welfare of his
